Some Will Return to Find Homes Partly Washed 


Away, Livestock and Poultry Gone—Big Task of 


"Cleaning- Up" Confronts Them 


To the people who live along Red river and cultivate the fertile lowlands, 


a visit from the river is nothing unusual. They have made preparations to 
take care of a normal overflow. When one is expected (hey drive their stock 
to higher grounds, scaffold their clothing and household goods, lock their 
poultry in protctive buildings and await the rise and fall of the water. Then 
they return to their normal occupation of tilling the soil. 


The 
latest visit from "Old Man ~~ 


preparations were far too meager to 


dy water. To many, a sad and desolate 
sight is awaiting them. Some will not 
be able to find any trace of 
homes, others will learn that 


their 
their 


barns and poultry houses offered little 
protections for their feed and poultry. 
And all will find that "Old Man 
Riviar" has left his muddy tracks over 
their bed-clothing, furniture, and has 
even gotten into their trunks and 
ruined their clothing,. Many clays of 
cleaning and scowcring will be nec- 
essary before anyone will be able to 
return to their homes.

From a motor boal one can easily 


understand why hundreds have sought 
shelter in the Red Cross camps, while 
other hundreds have "doubled up" 
with relatives and friends in the hills. 
Through big gaping holes in the levees 
water is still flowing over their fields 
and, although the water has fallen sev- 
eral feet, it is yet several feet in their 
homes. In many of the houses water 
got five or six feet deep. 
On the 


lower farms the water mark is on the 
eaves of the buildings. Many build- 
ings have been washed off Iheir foun- 
dations while others are damaged so 
they may have to be rebuilt; some 
are yet to be found. 


Several feet of sand has been de- 


posited over most of the fields and 
much work and soil building will be 


River" was nothing normal and their 
n°<-mal. Paling fences that once pro- 
tected the gardens are gone; drifts 


give much protection from the mini- lodging against the net wire fences 
forced them to give way and they too 
have gone with the waters. Hay and 
straw lodging in Ihe fruit trees, looks 
like moss and gives them the appear- 
ance of a tropical garden; many are 
washed up and ruined. On the trunks 
of all the largo pecan trees this hay 
and straw had been deposited in such 
proportions that it has the appearance 
of having been placed there la pro- 
led the tree from the cold water. 


All alnng the river chickens and 


turkeys may be seen perched on 
house-tops, posts and in trees. An oc- 
casional gobble from a turkey is given 
in ciclcnce that he has been neglected 
several days. Livestock lhat were for- 
tunate enough not to have been wash- 
ed away arc backed upon little plots 
of ground and have eaten every vest- 
age of grass and vegetation. Hogs are 
rooting in the drifts and some are 
fortunate enough to find corn that has 
lodged there. On one house several 
cats were walking buck and forth look- 
ing for some way to escape. 


The water is fast receding and many 


houses will be out of the water, it 
will probably be several days or 
weeks before the people will be able 
to return home because of the con- 
dition of the houses. After a flood 
the water supply is usually danger- 
ous. It will take several days ol warm 
sunshine to dry out the homes. Many 
will need picks and shovels to remove 
the saml from their homes.

Most striking proof of 
the value of insulin has been its suc- 
cess in enabling diabetic children to 
live lunger. Thus one eminent auth- 
trity describing the situation before 
the development of insulin, said: 


"The parents of a diabetic child 


were panic stricken und doctors were 
broken-hearted when they leraned a 
child had the disease. The average 
duration of life of diabetic children 
was less than a year and that of the 
largest group of diabetic children in 
the world under careful observation 
was less than two years." 


Now the death rate of diabetic chil- 


dren has fallen to a fraction of its for- 
mer level.

•Arctic Harnooner" a Whale of a Yarn

A year or more ago the University 


of Pennsylvania Press enriched Amer- 
ica's literature of the sea by bringing 
out a book called "Harpooner," which 
was nothing more or less than a pri- 
vate journal kept by an old-time 
whaleman, one Robert Ferguson, back 
in Ihe late 1870s. It was quickly rcc- 
ugni/.ed as a permanent addition to our 
marine bookshelf. 


Now a companion volume, equally 


valuable, is at hand: "Arctic Hor- 
I>|inner," by the same Robert Ferguson 
(Pennsylvania Press: ?2K 


This book consists chiefly of u diary 


Ferguson kept when he was on a two- 


year whaleing expedition to the Arctic 
in a New Bedford schooner, something 
less than a decade after the Civil War. 
A little literary mortising and joining 
has been done to make a connected 
narrative out of it but for the most 
part the story is presented here just 
as Ferguson wrote it, in his cramped 
quarters aboard the whaler. 


And it is a first-rate story—rich 


fare for the man who has a fondness 
for sea stories, and fine .stuff for any 
reader who can appreciate a tide of 
adventure and daring. 


Ferguson's .schooner sailed for up in- 


to Hudson Bay, wintered in a remote, 
ice-locked cove, braved howling gales, 
perils of fog and iceberg, and the oth-
